An arrangement made a few years ago by the 
priiK'liml brm*d«*rs of thoronghbn*<ls in France has 
worked so satisfactorily that it is <*ontinued each 
year. Fa»‘h owner of a thorouglibn*d staPion gives a 
free s<*rvi<(* to his c*olleag»ies. the right of choice 
iK'ing <letermiiu*d by a f<wm of ballot. Tlu* list of 
stallions ”iKK)led” for next s(*ason in this manner 
has just Im*(*u publislu*4l. and to equalize matters, 
horses of s<*c(Uid and third <lass will s<*rve two, 
three or even buir mares against the single s«*rvice 
(*f a first-class stallion. F<»r instance. M. Edmond 
P.l.inc offers one nomination to Ajax, while the Count 
d<* Glienelette gives two to Gingal, M. A. Wallet 
gives three to Holbein and M. F. de Saint-.Iayme 
gives four to Agadir, a son of Flying Fox. Grown 
Ibpierry and tiu* .Vnu*riean stallion Ellsmere are also 
on tlu** f<uir-mare mark, whereas the ” top sawyers” 
ealleit niK>n for one serviee only arc, in addition to 
Ajax. Batt. Ben. Brio. Briseo<*nr. Cheri. Ghulo. De- 
launay. Doricles. Exeina. iJo-to-P.ed, .Ia<*oh. Kilglass, 
L’Aiglon. I>»rlot. .Madcap. Magellan. Or du Rhin. Ob. 
St. .lust. Strozzi. Winkfield’s Pride and Yankee. 
.\lt<»ge1her then* will l»e om* hiindnsl nominations 
to luallot for and every leading breeder is in tlie 
svndimte. so that eaeli will obtain at least om* frm* 
service for a selmded mare. Tl»e system certainly 
seems an ei“ouomieal oiu* and it opens up many i>os- 
sibilities. 

CHARLESTON TRACK NEARING COMPLETION. 

Golumbia. S. C., Deeember 2r*. — W. C. Westmore- 
land was a visitor here this afteriuMUi. He eame 
fnun Charleston aiul brought the news that a great 
force of men wen* at work on the track now under 
eoiirs(* of c(»nstru< tion in that city. There are .al- 
ready ‘i.%0 hors«‘s on tlu* ground and GoO stalls ha\e 
lwH*n eompleteil. By Saturday next two hnndre<l 
more will b«* ;uld<*d to this number. There y«*t re- 
mains about 2<K> yards of filling to lx* eomph'fed, or 
alMUit yards of dirt to l>e moved. With the 

f.ucc of nu*n‘now at work, the engine<*r in charge 
figures on moving about l.BH) yards daily, wliicU 
means that the plant slwnild bo in readiness for the 
o|K*ning dav, .lannary 10. Francis .T. Pons sent word 
over that but for unforeseen happenings the track 
will lie ready on that date. Much interest is lading 
taken here in the meeting at Charleston and a ma 
jority of the stables will ship there next week.

New York. I>eet*inher 2.0, — Commenting on the 
action of Mjijor-Gciicial Wood, chief of staff of the 
I nitcd States Army, in calling the attemi»>n of Con- 
gress to the di*piorablc coiulitioiis bn)Ught iiluait by 
flu* wholesale sliipmcnt of thoroughbred horses out 
•f this country, as a result of tlu* enactment of anti- 
racing legislation in various states t»f the Fnion, a 
prominent Ki*ntiKky l»n*i*der of a f«*w years ago. 
who has practically been forced out of breeding hy 
rc.ison of the rcstri< tiv«* laws against racing, said; 

■‘.Much of ihe harm that has alread.v been doiu* to 
tin? thoroughbred imlustry, l>y reason of tlu* persecu- 
tion of racing, cannot be overconu* for many years, 
and with a eontinuance of tliis pcrsi*«uti*>n it will 
mean flu* stamping out of the breed altogetlu*r. As 
a matter of fact. 1 am surprised that tlu*re are as 
many thorougiihreds left in the <-onntry. Tlicy arc 
left for the reason that some breeders ha«l some 
lliing mon* tliun Ihe market in view. They are nu*n 
wl>o could afford to hn*ed horses; men who sent 
yearlings to the sales ring, but who were not de- 
pendent upon tlu* lu’ices realizi*d for the upk(*ep of 
their estjiblisliments. 

’ Willi luj racing it was natural llmt tlu» bottom 
should fall out of tlu* market, aiul when stallions of 
the most fashionabh* lim*age an* sold for five d(d- 
lars and man*s t»f irreproachable pedigree an* iioiigiii 
to l»c used f<*r the breeding of muh*s, it is time for 
l>n*<*»lcrs to quit, unless they breed for their own 
amnsf*ment. 

“I sent my mares to Englaml, .and wliile I <lid not 
realize what" 1 would in America when racing was 
nourishing, the prices Wi*n* incomi»arahly better than 
Would have lK*en load in any niark»*t hen*. 

■’The havoc th.al has lK*cn wrought hy those wlin 
would for all time break down racing is more in the 
hfss of the mares than in tlu* loss of tlu* stallions. 
'I’iu* sir.'s i*an he n*pla<*<'d. hut the m:itrons are goiu-. 
and hundn'ds of them are dlstrihuti*d to tlu* four 
ccnu'rs until it wottld Im* impossihb* even to trace 
them if it was desired to have them l>ack wlu*re they 
iirop< rly lu*long. 

’ The only r<*.ason for tJie i>n*sent e»uidition is the 
restriction against ia<*ing. and tb*iu*ral Wood has tlu* 
right idea when he hl:ini(*s this s»*nseh*ss crusade as 
tlu* cause of tlu* serious crip|ding of what should be 
oju* of tlu* gn*atesi of Anu*ri<'au industries. 

”No country in the world l»ns tin* same facilities 
for the breeding and <lcvelopment of the thorougii- 
hred horse. With our natural advantages, and the 
wcaltli that h.Ms b«*«*n <*xpeiuicd. Anu*riea sluuild lead 
Hu* wtuld. Its liioad. rich grazing grounds, its 
climate and grain, make it the natural home of th* 
tlioronghhred. Jind had racing continued to prosper 
it surely wouhl have taken that place within a few 
y(*ars. 

•’Should racing return, under proper saf»*gnards. it 
would see tlu* lehahilitatlon of many of these big 
Kentucky farms that have 1k.mii put to other uses, 
and the hneding i)f the thoronghhi(*d would come 
l»ack. It would take some time to overcome the 
ravages of the enemies to the horse, but he still has 
many loyal friends and friends who are willing to 
invest fortunes in tlie lietlermcnt of the tireed — but 
the <inly salvation is the return of the siHirt.” 

M.ajor-tJcneral W<mmFs rciiort to Coiigivss included 
the Ldlowing language; 

•‘.Vs a result of recent state legislation affecting 
racing there has bia'n ami still e«»ulimies to he a 
vi*ry extensive shipment out of this country of tlu* 
vi*ry best tiioroiighbrcd blood. These shiimients in 
some ea.scs i-onsist of entin* studs of tlioroughbrcds 
and are assuming the magnitude of a national eal 
amity so far as tlu* eff«‘ct on the breeding of thor- 
oughbred sto<‘k in tills country is concerned. 

•‘This matter touches tin* mounted service in such 
a vit.il way that tlu* War Department cannot be In- 
ililTcrcnt to it. While otlicr countries are spending 
immense sums of money in im|K»rted thoroughbred 
stock many of our most renowned breeders have eii 
tirely sohl out. shipped abroad or are gradually re- 
dm-ing their cstahlisliments. 

“The loss of thoroughbreil stock to such an extent 
as is now taking place tlireutems tlie further im- 
provements in the Amerieau horse and will gradu- 
ally reduce the source from which the army can se- 
cure a proper mount. This matter is one of such 
importance that it is thought the attention of Con 
gress should iK* invited to it.” 

It is hoped that this report from the cliief of staff 
will awaken lawmakers to a scnsi* of tln*ir rcsp.msi 
hilily for tlie conditions that pr«*vail. From tin* time 
of the first thorouglihred the race course has been 
the only testing ground. WUliuit racing there i.>< 
no test. General W«mm 1 has been using every en- 
deav<ir to save the horse, and tliis report is an evi 
dciiee of his sincerity. At several of the amateur 
race meetings held heroalKUits during the past sea- 
son General Wood was a steward, and he gave hi*J 
sancHoii and support to the races that were put on 
for Hie army horses and the army oflicers. These 
races have done much already to improve both the 
Tillers and their mounts, hut a recollection of the 
poor showing of the Americans in the army class(*s 
at the recent National Horse Show at Madison 
.Square Garden shows the necessity that exists for 
better horses. 

Largely through the efforts of General Wood sev 
eral thoroughbred sires have been secured for service 
at army posts, but they are still inad«*quate to me*.*t 
the demands, and the dispers.al of the big breeding 
establishments and shipment of mares to foreign 
lands leaves the <*onntry in a sorry way for horses, 

.Vs a result of the statenu*nt of G<*neral Wooil 
that legislation hostile to horse racing in this 
country has hit at the cfiii ieiicy of the cavalry d« - 
partment of the T'niteil States by causing the re- 
moval of imiK»rtant studs to European countries, 
another altemiit will lx* made to have the New York 
Legislature repeal the laws that arc responsible for 
the suspension of raring. 

Turfmen h.ive begun to figure the loss to the state 
and to int(*rested persons through the crippling of 
the turf industry. .Vt Hie present time more than 
$ll.(HK).000 worth of race course property is lying 
idle. 

A high ofiieial of the .Toi-key Club said today that 
the campaign for the revival of racing will be car- 
ried on conservatively through the distribution of 
literature among the voters of the state. 

The New York Sun. in commenting on the recent 
sale of the famous (!:isHcinnn Stud m*ar I^exington. 
Ky., by .lames R. Keene to David M. Look of New 
York, who will breed trotting liors<*s on the ground 
wliere some of tlie greati'st of .Vmoriean thomiigh- 
hreds first saw the light, says tliat it is a sign of 
the times and gm*s on to say that “it marks tlie 
passing of the greatest nurs»*ry wliere pure-blooded 
I'.orses were bred .scientifically in .Vmerica and in 

its dissolution the horse breeding industry at large 
ree«*ive.s a severe blow. 

“No man wlio has made a study of the blood lines 
of th<*n»iighbred families of this country and England 
siirp:iss<*s in knowledge Eoxhall A. Daingerfield, who 
lor many years has liad cliarge of Castletoii. The 
result of his wisdom was attc.steil year after year 
in tin* successes aehb*ved h.v the horses hearing 

the white with blue sjx^ts of his hrother-in-law, 
James R. Keene, w1m> had induced the quiet, soft- 

voiced Virginian to move to Kentucky and take 

charge of the stud he was estahlisliing there. In 
QOe s<;asoit the hofsies be bad seen d<-‘velop from baby- 



ImmmI w**n over .$400,000 and the skill on the part of 
trainer Rowe or tiie j<»ck»*ys who r<Mlc them in 
their races would have availed noiliiiig if they had 
not posscs.sed the sjK*ed and stamina coupb*d with 
a con.stitiitioii that made them stand the ordeals of 
the race track. 

“Tin* lK*st strains of hloixl to 1 k' found in England 
and .Vim*rica were blended with tin* cunning of an 
alchemist in the Casth*ton pnMlnet. ami tin* results 
achiev<‘d amaze*] the turf world and <*auscd all l»ut 
Iln* closcsl students of tin* science of br(*cding to 
dofKiir, It was oiK*nI.v iu'c<li<*tcd a ilccade ago tliat 
if racing c<nninm*d long enough, the K<*<*ne liors»*s 
wonhl win tin* Imlk of tin* rich priz«*s offered h.v tin* 
various racing ass<K*i.*itions. and this state 4>f affairs 
practi<*all.v «*\istc«l wln*n tin* anti racing legislation 
came into effe<*l. .Many will argue that tlu* lavisli 
«“xpi*nditure of monc.v for English inaiM*s of (b*nn>n- 
siratcd families was resp^msihle for Hie success of 
Cj!stlcioii-hrc<l hors4‘s, hut if tlier** hadn’t been a 
pntper compreliension of tin* merits of tlu* various 
hhuMl liiu*s lu'hind tin* iinuicy to <lictato tin* selec- 
tions, millions wtnld not have st*cured tlie n*sults 
at Castleton year aft«*r y<*ar. 

“It is a <alamity, in tin* ^tpinloii of students <»f 
the h4trs*‘. that Castleton should he ahaiidom>d as a 
brce<iing stud, not lu*c:ius<‘ the rn w owner will not 
rear trot tors of a type that has made -Vmcricji fa- 
nnms the world over, the tnutir.g horse being truly 
•hara<*t«*rist ic tif this (*ountry, hut because .so nunh 
lias bc4*n <lom* for tin* horse famil.v in g«*iicral h.v 
flu* thoughtful. p;iiustaking sfud<*nt who will now 
return to Virginia and |»crliaps give his attention 
to some olh(*r jmrsuit tlian hors»* hr»*cding in tin* 
de<*lining days of a busy «aiver. 

“No exiK*ricne<*d student of hoi's** l»r<*cding will 
lit ny that tin* tln*roughhrcd is tin* horse par exc<*l- 
lciic(* win*n it conns to tin* In t l»*.-mcnt of an.v typ«* 
of ln*rs<*. His blood is essential if improvement 
al'tng tin* lines of <*oiirag**, heanf.v. stamina and hone 
is to 1 m* tin* goal; and «*ven dcvou*(*s of tin* trotting 
Iiors4* arc divi<i»*d uinqmilly wlu*n it <*onn*s to tin* 
question of speed, most of tln*m (*laiming that tin*

“If tin* lr<»tling instinct is stnmg enough to ke«*p 
the individual possessing it on that g.ait cxclusivcl.v 
tluTc is m* gain.saying tlie <*<»nteiitioa that tin* 
tlnu-onghluvd en»ss will make him tiglit 4Uit the race 
mon* r<*soIuf«‘ly. Nearly «*vcr.v pc<ligre«* of in*t«* on 
the trotting turf li.is more or less thoroiighhrcil hlo»Nl 
in it. ;i'id there an* man.v lialf hn*d horses, I’alo 
Alto, for instanec. that hav»* 1m*cu ihampions.

“Tin* fact that the trotter will he reared in the 
padd<K*ks which om*<* oid.v knew tin* tlnu'oiighhrcd, is 
not going ti» save tlu* day for tin* Imrsi* interests 
of fin* Fnifeil States, useful horse as the trott4*r is 
and perfect in his (►wii si)In*n*. If the government 
is t<» have the tyi>e of horse nc«*t.*ssary for its 
cavalry and artillery, the thoroughbred horse is its 
only salvation. 

“The nation is face to face with a s<*rious prob- 
lem. Many of tin* best of the stallions that were 
tin* priile <»f the I’niteil States an* h«*ing s<d«l to go 
abroad, and if some of thost* who still own g«KMl 
exainph‘s of tin* hloo«h*d horse «lo not follow the 
example of .Viigust IU*imont ainl <loiiate horses to 
tin* govcrnmcnt.Hl stml, tln*i\* will Ik* a situation to 
he liealt with at a lat«*r ilay. 

“Tln*rc was a pra<*tlcal illustration of the value 
<»f thoroughbred hl«K>d at the recent National Horse 
Show in New York, when Hon. .\dam Beck, chair- 
man of tlie Ontario Hyilro-Eleetrie Bower Commis- 
sion. won in two classes with a brown gelding named 
Hydro. The comiK*titlons were f<»r heavyweight 
hunt<*rs and the classes contained some strong ma- 
teri;«l. This gelding Hydro is h.v Rillette, a thor- 
oughbred son of Rib*.v. by I>ongft*llow, a horse that 
Edward Corrigan ra(*ed all over tlie country more 
than tw«*nty years ago. His motlier was a small 
mare, in)t ir».2 liands liigli. and of mn'ertaiii breed- 
ing. She hM>k4‘«l as though she might have been hy 
a trotting liorse. Her son Hydro, h.v tin* thorough- 
bred Uih‘tt(*, is sev«*ntt*<*n li.mds high, <»r very near 
it, lias the splendid cmiformatioii »*sscnlial in a 
hunter, sh»ping shoulders, strong, short hack ainl 
tremoiidons quarters !<» propol him safely over his 
fences. His hoin* is enormous, more than nine inches 
lu*h)w tin* kin*e, whih* his length of n*iii is most 
mmsiial. ,\ wcll-poistMl. shajK'l.v ln*ad saves him 
from t*ven tin* suspichui of coarseness, \Vln*re ditl 
In* get it’; He got it from the s;nne source as his 
stahU* <*ompauions .Sir Thom.as and Sir E<lward. both 
g<M»d winners at the same exhildthm, from an un- 
hroken line of lln>i’oiighhr<*d ancestors. On tin* sire’s 
sid«*. Sir Eilward is h.v the ,\merican-br«*<l Tupelo, 
a son of the English sire Esher, imiKirted to Ken- 
tiK’k.v many .vears ago. Sir Edward won the cham- 
pionship In his <*lass at the great internatioual 
Olympic show iu Ixmdon and was again ailjudgeii 
Hie chami>ion at the recent show iu Madison S«iuare 
Gard»*n. 

“He is over sixteen hands high, W(*ighs 1,’22<> 
I>oiinds and was prononnc4*<l hy ^laj«»r Allen of tin* 
Fnited States Arm.v the finest example of the sort 
of horse tin* government is tr.ving to pnaliu*** for 
(*avalr.v purpose's. Sir Thomas is a sou of Bhilosoph.v. 
h.v Longft*Ilow and is secoml in «iuantit.v oiil.v to Sir 
Eilwani, tin* latter being up to T.)0 poumis. The 
sin*cess of Il.vilro in the heavyweight comiietitions 
vindicates the jinlgnient of his owner, who a year 
ago showed him in the rough to ’Hu* Sun representa- 
tive, at that time preilieting that he would win a 
heuv.vweight ehampion.ship gome day at Madison 
Square Garden. 

“The horsi's which Mr. IVImont donated to the 
government were g<MKl spe<inn*us of the thorough- 
hn*d. and om* of them, Detagon. proved his worth 
at the recent show when one of liis progeny won for 
the head of the Jo«*ke.v Club in a big field of eom- 
lK*titors. Octagon should l>e a tremendcus factor in 
tlie work of upbuilding the ^tandar«l of American 
Inwsctlesh as conducted mnhr the watchful care of 
the bureau of aiiiimO hushaiidr.v. He has size, hone 
and qualit.v and Ihe best strains of bliKid of the 
Fr<*neli and I'.ngli.sh stml b<Kdcs are (*oininingh*d In 
his v« ins. Mated with man s of the proper sort, 
I’.is int1iiem*e <»ii fulun* g«*nerations in the horse 
famil.v should Ik* <*omniaiidiiig. Henry of Navarre 
did not possess the nigg«*4l masciilinit.v of Of*lagon. 
hilt he too should leave his mark, as then* were few 
better race horses than the handsome son of Knight 
of Ellerslie and .Mos.s Rosi*. 

“The (piestion which naturally comes to the front 
concerns the successors of these and the other thor- 
oughl)re;ls that are in the government stud and in 
the breeding bureau of the Jo«*ke.v Club in Now York 
state at tin* present time.

cendane.v in some portions of tlie state owing to the 
larger prizes offered in rai*ing couqmtitiou ami the 
fact that tlie breeder was eiiahh*d to turn his pro- 
duct into money so much more quickly be<*ause of 
iwo-year-old racing, the contests for light harness 
hors»**s lM*iiig of such a natnn* that mature develop- 
ment was demanded. Because of their sniK*rior earn- 
ing capacity tin* thoroughbred, except in isolated 
eases, yielded a greater return at the auction block. 
The thoroughbred had the advantage of being 
marketable at one year old. Thus the cost of pro- 
duction and maintenance was all in tlieir favor as 
against their iliagonally gaited brothers and sisters. 

“With the crusade against racing and the closing 
of the gnat race tracks iu New York, Chicago. St. 
Louis, New Orleans, San L'Taiici.seo and other points 
where largi* stakes ami purses were offered, the 
earning capacity of tlie thorouglihred was restrieteil 
to the t’anadian* tracks, to Kentucky, .Maryland, Mon- 
tana. Mexico and a few other places where nu*«*tings 
were held tliat elevated the quality neither of the 
men nor of the horses th.it t<K>k part in them. Thosi* 
who liked the s|K>rt and who wanted to enjoy it 
without hindranee and whose pocketliooks could 
afford the outlay, sliipped their horses to England 
or Fraiiee; and then* they will remain until somo 
degree of relief is s«*ciircd. The meetings men- 
tioned atiove will servi* to keep a few ix*rsiKis breed- 
ing thoroughbreds, hut the pursuit will Ik* eng.iged 
ill in only a limited way. 

“In the rush to unload thoroughbreds, one breeder, 
I. H. Wheateroft, a millionairo of B.rilish Coliimhia. 
who had ii|)ward of l.~»o mar(*s and four or five stal- 
lions on a h*ased farm in Kentucky, chartered special 
trains to convoy his entire stud to Vancouver, B. C.. 
whence they were sliipited to Australia less than a 
month ago "to be sold in that country to the highest 
bidder. The Haggin horses were dispersed in Eng- 
land, (Jermany and Argentine, while other bn*eders 
sought bidders in every part of the I'ountrv. The 
studs of August B.cimoiit near Lexington, and Harry 
Bayne Whitney near Red Bank, N. J., arc not dis- 
lM*rsed. The former Is racing a few of his horses 
in England, but the bulk of bis breeding o|>i*ratlons 
is still eondiicted at the historic Nursery .Stud, where 
the $12o.»WlO English stallion. Rock Sand, holds 
court. Mr. Wliltney has several marcs and a few 
horses at BriHikdale and a draft from the stud is 
sent to Englaml each year to be raced there.” 
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New l"ork, December 25. — The Brownlelgh Park 
Stable, quartered for the winter months at Belmont 
Park iu charge of ,T. Etlward Nash, comprises seven 
horses. The oiilj' one of the h>t that has raced is 
O’Keeffe, a two-year-old colt by MeOee— Dorval. The 
n'st are yearlings purchased at the Kentucky Sales 
at Lexington. When racing was at Its height a few 
seasmis back the horses of the Brownleigh Park 
Stable were important factors in races on the flat 
and through the steeplechase field. Grunt Hugh 
Browne aimed to have one of the strongest stables 
in America. He was particularly interested in cross- 
country racing. Having watched the notable races 
of Greut Britain that were run under conditions that 
demanded horses of high caliber, he concluded to 
make purchases abroad. To this end he imported 
.John M. P., a big bay gelding, w’hich had estab- 
lished a creditable record over hurdles and in the 
steeplechase field. 

.John M. P., a .son of Brittanic — Guiding Star, car- 
ried the white* and brown silks with distinction in 
the running of the Whitney Memorial and other 
cross-country events of importance. On several oc- 
casions John .M. P. met and defeated the be.st horses 
in training. For a steeplechaser he possessed a won- 
derful burst of speed. In many a trial he covered 
a mile and a quarter in 2:07 with his weight up. 
Joseph E. Widener purchased the horse and shipped 
him to France, where he broke down. Sewell. 
Tlu*y’re Off. King Cobalt, and Beckon were others 
ra«-ed suec*essfully ]>y Mr. Browne. 

The coming two-year-olds are a choice lot. They 
were all foaled in the blue grass state and belong 
to families from which sprang noted racers. It is 
a rugged collection, and trainer Nash is confident 
that his charges will win their share of purses dur- 
ing the coming season.
